three years, thereby depriving him of 
his earning capacity for that time. It 
s not nearly so severe as the mini- 
mum penalty of five years in the pen- 
tentiary imposed upon a banker who 
nisapplies the funds of his bank. 


The government claims that on ac- 


•ount of the size of the fine alone, 
here is no necessity for a retrial of 
he case; that the Circuit Court 
of 


Appeals may, itself, name the fine 
which should be imposed and calls up- 
on the court to do so in case it ad- 
leres to the view that Judge Landis 
ibused his discretion in imposing so 
arge a fine.

RIOT INDICTMENTS ARE RETURNED AT SPRINGFIELD 


Chicago, Aug. 
21.—In. accordance 


with the ruling of trie "united States 
Circuit court of Appeals, Chief Clerk 
Small, in the absence of District At- 
torney Sims today on behalf of the 
government, filed a petition for re- 
hearing in the 
decision 
reversing 


Judge Landis' imposition of the fine 
of $29,240,000 upon the Standard Oil 
company of .Indiana. Early action is 
expected. 


The government has no expectation 


of having its plea granted. When the 
request for rehearing is refused the 
next step will be to get the Supreme 
court to vacate the decision of 
the 


Appellate court by the issuance of a 
writ of certiorari. In a caustic criti- 
cism of the court of Appeals the gov- 
ernment declares its act -has convert- 
ed the anti-trust and rebating laws in- 
to bad letters and opened wide the 
gates 
for 
all 
sorts of corporation 


abuses in inter-state commerce. 


A synopsis of the government's po- 


sition is as follows: 


The government presents its peti- 


tion in accordance with the rule of the 
court. 


The indictment in. the case was for 


a violation of'the El kins Act of Feb- 
ruary 19th, 1903, making it a crime to 
accept a concession whereby and pro- 
perty is transported in Interstate com- 
merce at less than the published and 
filed rate. 


Tt was proved at the trial that -the 


Chicago & Alton Railway 
Company 


transported to East Si. Louis, 111., and 
St. Louis. Mo.. 1492 carloads of oil. 


In all the dealings between shippsr 


and carrier each carload was treated 
as a distinct transaction and handled 
as a distinct. p;ece of business. 


The published ?nd filed rates on.this 


business were IS cento, per 100 pounds 
to East St. Louis and 19 1-2 cents to 
St. Louis. The Standard Oil company 
actually settled on the basis of 
six 


cents to Bast St. Louis and seven, and 
a half cents to St. Louis. 


These facts are admitted. 
The Standard Oil Co. 'interpoaeclthe 


claim in defense that the Elkins Act 
was unconstitutional; that the tariffs 
had not been posted in 
two public 


places at the stations, and interposed 
many icchincnl defenses. 


On bur a single point involved in the 


trial up to the return of the verdict, of 
guilty are the rulings of the trial 


. judge criticised by the Court of An- 


penls. 
In all other particulars 
his 


rulings are sustained. 


The point on- which the trial judge 


is reversed by the Court, of 
Appeals 


relates to his rulings on evidence and 
his charge fo the jury with reference 
to ignorance on the par! of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of the lawful rate as a de- 
fense. 


The Court of Appeals in its o-Mn- 


ion has not correctly stated how the 
judge ruled on this subject.. 
.-It is said in the opinion that he re- 


fused to admit evidence (o the effect 
that the Standard Oil Co. did 
not 


know what the lawful rate was. The 
fact is. and the record so shows, that 
all evidence tending to show ignor- 
ance on the part of the Standard Oil 
Co. was admitted for the consideration 
of the jury. 


This evidence was largely that of 


the Traffic Manager of the Standard 
Oi! Co., Bogardus, who swore to , a 
conversation with Hollands, the'Rate 
Clerk of the Alton, in which he said 
Hollands told him that the rate had 
been iiieu. The government .met this 
testimony by a great array of circum- 
stances which tended to -disprove it 
and the jury found in favor of 
the 


government. 


The government contends that the 


Court of Appeals in its opinion, 
has 


laid down an erroneous rule for de- 
termining the number of offenses. 


The government contends that each 


shipment is the basis of a distinct of- 
fense: and that in. this case each car- 
load was a separate shipment. 


The Circuit court of Appeals 'has 


held that there is but on-e offense for 
each settlement for freight. 


The government contends that the 


rule laid down by the Court of Ap- 
peals is contrary to the principles of 
the Elkins Act. and leaves it to the 
shipper and carrier to elect for how 
many offenses they will be prosecuted 
and how much-they shall be fined. 


The government contends in 
the 


petition that the Court of Appeals has 
done a great injustice to trial Judge 
Landis an misstating what he did in 
connection with the imposition of the 
fine on the Standard Oil Co. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals in -its 


opinions charges that Judge 
Landis 


assumed to fine the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey, and imposed the large 
fine for the reason that he was satis- 
fied that the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jerse5r was not a "virgin offender." 


The government shows In its -peti- 


tion that Judge Landis never referred 
io the Standard Oil Co.. of New Jer- 
sey jn this connection and that, 
the 


language used was used in connection 
with the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
and that nowhere were the proceed- 
ings directed or pretended to be di- 
rected against the Standard Oil Co. 
of New Jersey. 


The government takes issue with 


the Court of Appeals that Judge Lan- 
dis' proceeding in this caSe "amount- 
ed to a strange doctrine in 
Anglo- 


Saxon jurisprudence.'' and says that 
the proceedings of Judge Landis are 
-in accordance wiih f.he rule of proced- 
ure pointed out. by Mr. Bishop in his 
work on criminal law as one of the 
elementary principles of that 
juris 


prudence recognized from the earliest 
days.

Experience of Idaho Town With 


Two Railroads. 


ONE DEEMED AN EYESORE. 


The Other Considerate of the People's 


Riyhts and the Municipality's Wel- 
fare and Appearance — Striking Dif- 
ference Between Their Depots. 


From one end of Kathdram, Ida., to 
he other, almost running parallel east 
and west, two railroad lines are im- 
portant adjuncts of the village. 
The 


jhysical character of one disfigures 
and mars the surroundings; the other 
las been constructed with a view to 
giving au additional beauty to con- 
iguous points. 
The Northern Pacific at this point is 


a positive eyesore to all the inhabit- 
ants of the Tillage, and no less so to 
the'traveling public, say's Bartlett Sin- 
clair in the Spokane Spokesman-Re- 
view. In the construction, subsequent 
'improvements" and maintenance of 
;his great commercial highway (here 
at least) nothing seems to have been 
omitted to .impress the eye with its 
repulsiveness. 


If enters the town from the east 


through a beautiful grove of native 
pine's. Without apparent demand for 
the act the old right of way was sunk 
some ten. feet through that lovely spot, 
destroying hundreds of the most state- 
y trees, and as if more distinctly to 
indicate the ravage the stumps of the 
monarche, the huge limbs and trunks 
lie promiscuously on the banks qf the 
depression. 
There may still be seen 


disgusting evidences of the old camps 
of the army of vandals. 


As the road gets into the heart of 


the town the grade increases in eleva- 
tion until at several points it divides 
the town by an embankment of five to 
fifteen feet. The sides of. this embank- 
ment, • stretching like a huge, black 
serpent through the town, are covered 
with filthy cans, useless scraps of rail- 
road iron, fragments of old cars, con- 
demned and ragged ties, all set in a 
bed of black and' gray ashes. 


No description of offensive refuse 


but may be seen or smelled on the 
right of way within the town limits. 
For twenty years a space covering 
margin of two blocks has been used 
as a dumping ground for the discarded 
ashes from the engines. This accunvu 
latiou at times reaches a height of ten 
or twelve feet and; a width of twenty 
feet and protrudes foi* a distance of 
500 feet along the right of way within 
the town limits'. 
Sometimes this un- 


sightly pile is higher and wider, but a I 
all times it is there. The commercial 
club and the ^ illage trustees have ap- 
pealed time and again fog relief. -but all 
to no purpose. The railroad authori- 
ties are impervious. 


The horrible mass is coextensive for 


several blocks with the south walk of 
the recently laid out village park. Its 
uncanny appearance is intensified by 
the natural beauty across the street 
The prospect from tlie park in the di- 
rection of the road destroys all sense 
of the natural grandeur of tile beauli 
ful brook, the shrubs,' the lav* us and 
magnificent old trees. . The existence 
of that foul embankment is submis 
Bively endured. The people think they 
have no recourse. 


But that is not all. The old 'depot 


buildings. and'pTa-tforrn are a positiv- 
disgrace, not say menace to safety 
The railings are down, and one of the 
depots is -without steps, nece<ssitatiug 
an acrobatic or monkey feat to ge 
withm. This great corporation, with 
millions at its command, maintains the 
dirtiest yard and surroundings' in the 
town.

Women of a Tennessee Municipality 


Active For Improvement. 


What can be done in the way of 


civic improvement in the smaller mu- 
nicipalities has been demonstrated by 
the Civic Improvement club of Hunt- 
ington, Teun. 
Organized in August, 


1900, with thirty members, the club 
now numbers fifty. Inasmuch as the 
club's membership is limited to -wom- 
en, that part of the work for a more 
beautiful city which requires the serv- 
ices of the men is left to the Hunting- 
ton Commercial club, and in many 
things the tno organizations co-oper- 
ate to advantage. 


Interest in the work for which the 


improvement club was formed was 
great from the beginning. Some of the 
questions to be cousidei-e.J were lim- 
iting the range of "the town cow," re- 
pairing the streets and sidewalks, the 
suppression of weeds along the side- 
walks and the removal of waste paper 
and sv\ eepings from the rtreets. 


By the cattle quarantine the town 


cow soon was kept hi proper bounds 
Councils were moved by public scnt«i- 
meut to repair unsightly sidewalks 
Jlrrdr cut down tall weeds. 
Th» clul 


bought a dozen" garbage cans and dis- 
tributed them in various parts of the 
town so that shopkeepers and house- 
holders could put their waste paper 
and trash in them. 


Through the efforts of the club the 


barren square at the railroad station 
was transformed into a park. 
The 


railroad company fenced the park, se' 
out the'trees and furnished the grave 
for fcidewalks. Tho Commercial clul 
paid for the work of grading, graveling 
the -walks aud a tupply of grass seed 
The wouien^ organization planned the 
walks flnd fiowpr iieds and superin 
tended the" planting. 
Much of- thai 


worlc was done by members. 
" Two floww: parks wore placed iu'tho 
town square- under the F01e care of the 
Civic Improvement club. These, for 
merly' wore vacant lot's, adorherl onl} 
with hitching posts, weeds and a &im 
dry collection of tin cans. 
AH the 


j)lants, flower seeds a.nd shrnbberj 
were supplied by friends of the flub. 


In addition-ths club was active in 


getting spveiity-fn e trees planted in 
tho highways and now is urging the 
planting of 500 mor". For tlie bonefi 
of tho boys and giris of 1he town the 
club is planning for the cstablisiimen 
of a public library. 


That Based on Supposed Freedom .of 


Choice of an Employee, Who Can Re- 
fuse to Work if the. Conditions of 
Toil Place Him In Danger. 


The workingman does not seem to 


appreciate his true grievances arising 
from the present state of the law, else 


modify the rule of "assumed risk" .by 
egislative enactment. 
The rule of assumed- risk, is this: An 


employee who is Injured in conse- 
quence of the dangerous conditions im- 
>osed" on him by the nature of his em- 
>loyment arising through defective 
construction of machinery or other ap- 
jliances out of repair has no recourse 
against his employer if he had knowl- 
dge of «these dangerous conditions, 


knowledge of the' conditions may 


je presumed by circumstances, as may 
also his -realization of their danger 
:hrough his possession of more or less 
intelligence, 'which likewise may be 
presumed from the facts in the case as 
presented by the evidence. It makes 
no difference that it was the duty of 
the employer, to know of or remedy the 
defect. 


This barbarous doctrine arises from 


the supposed freedom of choice of the 
employee, who can refuse to work un- 
der dangerous conditions and leave his 
job. In justice perhaps it should be 
added that the man has the further 
privilege of complaining to the fore: 
man, and if the proper person in au- 
thority promises to remedy the defect 
he may remain at work under -the 
aegis of the law for a reasonable time 
in which to make things safe, but not 
a minute longer under that a.ugust 
protection. What that reasonable time 
is he will find out when the supreme 
court passes on his case. '
